FEDERAL JURY INDICTS 
CASHIER OF LATAYETE 


Sidney A. Hunt, Jr., Charged 
With Forgery and Mis- 
use of Funds. 


— 


November 18.—(Special.) 
liunt, Jr., former cashier of 
National bank of Lafavette, 
Was indicted by the federal grand jury 
this afternoon on the charge of misuse 
of the banks funds. 

The bank was closed on Julv 19, and 
has in charge of bank examiners 
and auditors since that time. Hunt 
was indicted on nine different counts, 
charging him with misuse of funds 
aggregating $6,700; and also of forgery 
of the name of Dr. W. H. F. 
Lafayette, to checks aggregating 
$3,000. The alleged offenses took place 
during 1912 and 1913, just before the 
bank was closed. 

Hunt was here to appear before the 
grand jury today, and after his indict- 
ment, his bond was fixed at $5,000, 
which he gave. It was declared that 
his sureties are worth $100,000 and his 
friends deny that he is guilty of any 
wrong. 

In the natural 
trial will come before the May 
term of federal court. 

The bank was closed by Examiner 
Dunlap, who reported to the treasury 
department that there was a shortage 
of $30,000 and that liabilities of the 
institution exceeded $240,000 and would 
wipe out the entire capital and surplus 
of the bank. No statement of the 
bank’s condition has been made public 
since that time. 

R. N. Dickerson, clerk of Walker 
county superior court, was president 
of the bank. Hunt is 29 years of age, 
and has been in Lafayette since 1904. 
He has a wife, who was Miss Fortson, 
of Elberton, and one child. Was cash- 
ier of the bank from its founding until 
its failure and was popular among 
Lafayette people.

MANY MEN BURIED 
NN ALABAMA MINE 
BY AN EXPLOSION 


Exact Number of the Vic- 
tims Entombed at Acton 
Uncertain, But Estimates 
Range From 25 to 40.

Acton, Ala., November 18.—Nine 
miners are known to have been killed 
and many others were still missing 
at a late hour tonight, as the result of 
explosion thié afternoon in the 
Alabama Fuel abd Iron company’s 
mine No. near hgre. 

The exact number still entombed is 
uncertain, as mine officials are unable 
to say how many men were at work in 
the mine when the explosion occurred. 
Estimates of miners employed near 
the scene of the disaster place the to- 
tal number who’ entered the mine to- 
day at from 25 to 49. 

Systematic rescue work has been in 
‘progress since 6 o’clock tonight, and 
those in charge believe that the great 
mass of rock and coal jarred loose by 
the explosion will 
fore morning. 

Up to shortly before midnight only 
five miners had been taken out alive. 
They expressed the belief that many 
of those still entombed had been kill- 
ed by the force of the explosion.

Nogales, Sonora, Mexico, November 
i8.—Francisco Escudero, minister of 
foreign relations in the Carranza cabi- 
net, asked Williaa Bayard Hale, 
President Wilson's agent, late today 
to present his credentials before con- 
tinuing further with the conferences 
which have been under way here in- 
formally for several days. 

This was interpreted by many as a 
virtual demand for recognition of the 
constitutionalist revolution before the 
exchanges between the Carrauzists 
and the Washington government are 
concthuded. 

“For our part 
tions are ended,” 


unofficial negotia- 
Escudero said. “We 
have asked Mr. Hale to present his 
formal credentials. I would receive 
them as minister of foreign’ relations 
and transmit them to my chief. 

“We have been very glad to meet 
Mr. Hale on terms of friendliness, 
knowing of his previous investigations 
in Mexico, and in view of his relation 
with Mr. Wilson and Mr. Bryan. The 
cabinet members on previous occasions 
met as individuals only. Each was a 
member of the cabinet, true, but the 
cabinet did not meet. The exchange 
impressions has ended.” 

Demand Caused Surprise. 
The announcement of the constitu 
tionalists’ demand was a surprise. No 
on the American side 
‘request for formal recognition of the 
! insurgents, even in the event that per- 
mission to imyport war munitions from 
ithe United States were granted. At 
| the beginning of the negotiations Gen- 
eral Carranza asserted that the con- 
stitutionalists were not seeking recog; 
nition—in fact did not desire it—and 
'only wanted the embargo on the im- 
‘portation of arms lifted. , 

A change had been noted in the de- 
meanor of the constitutionalists since 
the capture of Juarez and the subse- 
i'quent successes cf the revolutionists 
ithat have been reported from different 
sections of the republic.

STERILIZATION LAW 
IS DECLARED VOID

) ports of the alleged fist fight, and in 
company with Detectives Davis and 
Sturdivant visited the Bone home, 47 
Fairlie street, and questioned 
Bone, who admitted that she was pres- 
ent when her husband was struck. 

She furnished Coroner Donehoo with 
the name of her husband’s assailant. 

Tried to Use Pistol. 

According to the story related by 
Mrs. Bone to Coroner Donehoo and the 
detectives, Bone attempted to use a 
pistol on the man who escorted her to 
and from the theater. 

Bone was taken to a private sanita- 
rium last Thursday, nearly a week aft- 
er the assault. While at the sanita- 
rium he was treated for pleurisy, and 
according to a statement made By Dr. 
W. Brewer, the attending physician, 
there was no evidenees about the body 
to indicate that the pleurisy which 
brought about Bone’s death was caused 
by a blow.

Mexico City, November 18.—By Presi- 
dent Huerta’s friends, the attitude of 
the executive is described as one of 
expectancy and curiosity as to prospec- 
tive action by the United States, rather 
than one of anxiety. They say he has 
given no indication of changing his 
mind about not resigning and is pro- 
ceeding with the affairs of the govern- 
ment with all equanimity. 
Huerta Seeking Soldiers. 

They add that he regards as prob- 
able intervention by the United States 
and an order was sent today to the 
State’ governors to report immediately 
how many soldiers they can have 
ready by November 20. The official 
explanation of this is that it is mere-

General Gonzales, who commanded 
the besieging constitutionalists, made 
his report by courier to Jiminez and 
by telephone from there to rebel head- 
quarters at Matamoras. No definite 
estimate was given of the loss‘ of life, 
but it was said that dead bodies lit- 
tered the streets and lay thick through 
the courtyard and halls of the govern- 
ment palace, where a portion of the 
federal garrison made a last stand 
after being driven from a Catholic 
sanctuary where they took refuge yes- 
terday. Every one of these men were 
slain. 

The greater portion of the garrison 
of 3,000 men, however, evacuated the 
city at 8:30 o’clock this morning, after 
49 hours of continuous fighting. They 
retreated to Tula, some miles away, 
where they were overtaken by the 
constitutionalists and again decisively 
defeated at 1 o’clock this afternoon

The decision of the state supreme 
court, which was rendered by Chief 
Justice Fish, Justice Beck dissenting, 
holds that the ruling of the commis- 
sion is legal and proper and overrules 
all of the federal objections raised 
above.

AN IDEAL APPOINTMENT. 

The appointment by Governor O'Neal, of 
Alabama, of Frank P. Glass, editor of The 
Birmingham News, to fill the unexpired 
term in the United States senate of Senator 
Joseph F. Johnston, is ideal from every 
point of view. No man ip Alabama is made 
of finer senatorial timber than Mr. Glass. 
For many years he has been conspicuously 
identified with the journalism of the state. 
His outlook and his policies have been inva- 
riably of a constructive character. He is 
one of the rare type of progressives who 
do not insist on the label, and whose labors 
for the public welfare do not take their 
origin in selfish opportunism. He is a 
builder from the start, and in matters of 
public policy as sound and staunch as an 


oak. 

Mr. Glass is peculiarly close to and in 
sympathy with President Wilson. He was 
a pupil under him at Princeton, and has 
since kept pace with the democratic ideals 
now held in common throughout the party. 
It was he who put Oscar Underwood in the 
senatorial race to succeed Senator Johnston 
for the long term. From first to last his 
service to his party, as to his state, has 
been devoid of self-seeking and smallness. 

Students of the new constitutional 
amendment are uncertain if, under the con- 
ditions of that measure which extended the 
direct elective principle to senatorships, a 
governor has a right to appoint for an 
ad interim term without specific legislative 
authority to do so. Governor O’Neal orig- 
inally designated Representative Henry 
Clayton, of Alabama, for the vacancy. Be- 
fore Mr. Clayton’s right to the seat was put 
to test by the senate he withdrew~<his cre- 
dentials, largely through the personal urg- 
ing President Wilson, who wanted the 
assistance of Mr. Clayton, in his capacity 
as chairman of the house judiciary com- 
mittee, in important legislation to develop 
this winter. The technicality involved in 
ad interim gubernatorial appointments is 
therefore. still unsettled. 

The Constitution hopes the 
senate will rule affirmatively in this case, 
for Mr. Glass’ service in the senate will be 
a credit not only to Alabama, but to her 
sister states as well.

THE PLAYGROUND FACTORY. 

G. L. Bellamy, civic expert of Cleveland, 
Ohio, recently told the park authorities and 
chamber commerce Officials of Atlanta 
that playgrounds were the best sort of pre- 
ventive of vice among children and adults. 
He cited his own experience and observa- 
tion in Cleveland. Since the hours of work 
cut down children and adults 
have more leisure. It is in the leisure hour 
that temptation to vice is most potent. He 
showed that since the development of the 
recreation centers of Cleveland the vice per- 
centage among children, and presumably 
adults, had decreased 70 per cent. 

The argument of Mr. Bellamy is Sound. 
The old adage runs that “an idle brain is 
the devil's workshop.” Keep the brain 
healthfully occupied and the hands with it, 
and offenses against the moral and I«gal 
code will be brought to a minimum. 

Playgrounds and recreation centers offer 
the ideal solution of the problem. It is, for 
instance, difficult to estimate what Grant 
park has saved the city of Atlanta on the 
criminal rate. And the addition of the other 
parks, and the playgrounds, have simply run 
up our total of indebtedness to this con- 
structive idea. 

Parks and playgrounds may be accu- 
rately termed factories for good citizenship 
and healthy manhood. They work at the 
physical as welt as the moral end. They 
are makers of efficiency. They build the 
body up so that it will resist disease, there- 
by lessening the toll of doctor’s bill and lack 
of employment. They clear the brain so it 
is capable of better, and, therefore,. more 
profitable thinking. They offer a salutary 
substitute for the dissipations to which a 
city population, restless in its hours of re- 


of

creation, will inevitably turn unless some 
other outlet be provided. 

The dollar spent on a park or a play- 
ground is one of the best Investments, next 
to sanitary equipment, Atlanta can make. 
Parks and playgrounds are, indeed, the log- 
ical and indispensable adjuncts to the sys- 
tem we maintain for promoting health and 
efficiericy in this city. Recognition of that 
fact is seen in the increasingly liberal park 
policy of Atlanta. But our present facilities 
could be doubled, and yet fall far short of 
the upbuilding possibilities offered in placing 
such influences at the disposal of the whole 
people. 


COMMON MEETING GROUND. 


It is significant that the agreement 
which ends the four-day strike on the At- 
lantic division of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road was brought about, chiefly, through the 
instrumentality of Judge William L. Cham- 
bers.

The State Chamber 
of Commerce has for its

ment of the resources of this great state. 
I use the term “well considered” for the 
reason that a vast deal of harm has been 
done many a good cause by ill-considered 
spieling and disregard, to a very great ex- 
tent, of accuracy of statement. 

When the state chamber shall have got- 
ten well under way the management will 
discover that, in order to make good the 
statements which it will wish to proclaim. 
it will be compelled to meet and officially 
contradict seemingly authorized facts and 
figures that set at naught our claims in 
the matter of crop production, etc. 

We might as well recognize this fact 
right now; it cannot be overlooked or set 
aside. 

T am glad to say that the Georgia prod- 
ucts dinners, which were enjoyed at s0 
many prominent points in the state, will put 
into our hands a strong lever with which 
we may prize out of position many discred- 
iting statements that have become imbed- 
ded in the state’s agricultural and economic 
history, as written by others. It will be 
necessary to use that lever intelligently, 
energetically and continuously. 

The purpose of every local chamber of 
commerce, it is generally believed, is first 
to get all of the people within its influence 
united for the uplift of city or town and the 
country portion of the county. Wherever 
located, each local chamber will fail in its 
praiseworthy mission unless it at once places 
itself in touch with the people in the rural 
districts of the home county. Why say 
this? Because the rural districts cannot be 
overlooked or disregarded when efforts are 
being made to build up city or town. Pray, 
what will city or town be without a thickly 
populated and prosperous back country? 
Show me a city or town whose citizenry 
are in close and kindly touch with ‘the peo- 
ple throughout the country portion of the 
county, and I will show you a highly pros- 
perous city or town. 

Under the aegis of the State Chamber of 
Commerce, and its greater prominence in 
the world’s eye, the associated chambers of 
commerce can be made the best possible, 
the most effective immigration agencies ever 
attempted to be organized.

lio not forget that the moment you talk 
about immigration you touch a tender spot 
in the rural districts—‘“the country sparse.” 

This declaration is important, because the 
specific purpose of the State Chamber of 
Commerce is to advertise Georgia with a 
view to inducing thousands of people to 
come among us and cast their lot with us. 

To a man, almost, our brethren in the 
country are opposed to immigration ‘They 
ut.derstand by “immis-ation” that you pro. 
pose to invite int» the state, to become a 
part vf the state, peonle from the four- 
quarters of the globe who land at Bilis 
island every day in the vear. Right or 
wrong, that ig the view that obtains. 

It is, of course, all very clear to ihe 
management of the state crainber that the 
proposition is to invite home-seekers from 
the western and the eastern states of the 
Union who are pleased with their loca- 
tion. This must be made unmistakably 


alits 


clear to the people throughout the rural 
districts. 

Until the policy of the state chamber 
as to this feature of its work, shall have 
been definitely settled, discussion of the sub- 
ject is in order. 

The record will sustain me when I say 
that I know a little about immigration and 
the attitude of our people toward it. I have 
attended and participated in scores of con- 
ventions in that interest and I have read a 
good deal on the subject. I have seen 
strongly organized bodies of men fail sig- 
nally in their efforts to bring into Georgia 
“immigrants,” as we call them, who would 
work with us and stay. 

I have never yet been able to understand 
why it is that, in our search for home- 
seekers, we invariably turn to the western 
states. Y have never understood why we 
close our eyes to the fact that the more 
populous eastern states offer a better aud 
a more inviting and workable field. 

It is true that our eastern brethren. wore 
themselves to a frazzle almost in the fight 
they made against slavery at the south, 
but today they are infinitely freer frem 
prejudice on that settled question than are 
the overwhelming majority of ,our brethren 
in the western states. That may sound 
strange, but it is true. 


Look to the East. 


But that view of the case aside: 
Throughout the eastern states there are 
thousands of farmers who would gladly come 
to Georgia if they’ could only be made ac- 
quaint with conditions and prospects in 
the state. They are (first-class farmers. 
They can farm on a level, on a hiliside or 
among rocks, a as Georgians farm. and 
farm profitably. Why, eastern farmers 
make more corn, more wheat, more pota- 
toes, ete., per acre than do western farim- 
ers. They become quickly acclimated and 
merge into the body politic, just though to 
the manner born. Mighty nice people and 
mighty good farmers in the west, too. 

Think of it: Minnesota ts large enough 
to include in its boundaries all New Eng- 
‘land, yet has a population of only 
2,075,000 peoplé™. New England has a popu- 
lation of 6,550,000 people. 

Idaho, Washington and Oregon have an 
area of 250,000 square miles and a popula- 
tion of 3,000,000 people. 

Let us compare the population per square 
mile of certain eastern and western states: 
Massachusetts .418.8 Ohio. . 
Rhode Island .508.5 Indiana ,. . 
Connecticut . 231.3 Iilinols ... 
New Jersey . 250.7 Michiwan... 
Pennsylvania. .171.0 Wisconsin 

There, you have something about 
to think and talk. 

Any room for more people in* Georgia? 
We have 44.4 people to the square mile. 
Ten years ago we had 37.7 people to the 
Square mile. So, from all sources, we gained 
in ten years 6.7 people. 

Tt must not be lost sight of that the 
state chamber will have its hands more than 
full when it starts out to tell all about 
Georgia. It must map out its own mode 
of procedure in gathering accurate informa- 
tion as to actualities instead of bare esti- 
mates. There is no field of information 
in which it can glean. 

I am very glad that we can speak by 
the card when we wish to publish to the 
world the wonderful recuperative power of 
our people. 

In 1860, the whole property of the state 
amounted to $672.732,901. Deduct the value 
of the slaves, which was $302.694.855, vou 
have $370,038,046 which, for the purposes of 
this article, will be referred to as the net 
amount of taxable property. 

We can well understand the effect of the 
destructive touch of war upon that splend:d 
property. 

It was not till 1889—-quite a quarter of 
a century after Appomattox—that our peo- 
ple dug out of the earth values that made 
their whole property—railroad property in 
cluded—$380,189,314 just a little more than 
the net amount of 1860.

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FAVORITE RECIPES OF 
DISTINGUISHED WOMEN

Among her many delicious seafoods, Ore- 
gon has a svecies of clam, Known as the 
razor clam, which is found along the coast, 
and though IT have made repeated inquiries, 
1 have never been able to find it in the 
east. It is quite distinctive both in flavor 
and growth, being very large, the shell 
measing about four or five inches in length. 
A recipe for cooking these clams may be 
applied to other yarieties, but the peculiar 
flavor of the west coast is lost. 

Only the tender part may be used, the 
tough muscle or membrane is always dis- 
carded. The Oregon clams may be prepared 
in as many different ways as the eastern 
variety, but are generally preferred in the 
form of soup or chowder. 

Razer Clam Puree. 

Razor clam puree is made as 

One dozen clams, 

Three cups water, 

Half a taspoonful of salt, 

Dash of Cayenne pepper, 

One and a half-pints of sweet 

Three tablespoonfuls of butter. 

Three tablespoonfuls flour, 

One teaspoonful chopped parsley. 

After the clams are washed, split and 
cleaned, add the water and simmer gently 
for thirty minutes. Then strain and save 
the juice. Take out the soft part of the 
clam and chop fine. Make a white sauce 
with butter, flour and milk, to which add 
the strained clam juice, chopped clam and 
parsley and seasonings. A slight flavoring 
of onion may be used if desired. Let cook 
for a few minutes and serve. 
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Another Engineering Feat. 


(From The Philadelphia Press.) 

Los Angeles last week celebrated the 
completion of an aqueduct which will bring 
265,000,000 gallons of water daily into the 
city from the eastern side of the Sierras. 
This body or water conducted 


through canars and distance of 
234 miles. 

The scheme is so big as to be hardly con- 
ceivable..Literally a mountain chain has been 
tunneled and piped to bring the snow water 
drainage of 2,800 square miles for the use 
of 2,000,000 people. There are on the route no 
less than 150 tunnels varying in length from 
a 100 feet 5 miles, and the “Elizabeth” tun- 
nel last named breaks all records of tunnel 
construction in the world. Five years was 
allowed in the estimate for this work. It 
was actually done in three years and six 
months and at a‘ cost of $500,000 less than 
the figures laid down in the plans. Nearly 
$25,000,000 are bonded in the entire project. 
It is calculated that the drop of 2,000 feet 
from the intake to the San Fernando valley 
will supply 120,000-horsepower for electrical 
plants and thus more than cover the cost of 
the aqueduct within a quarter of a century. 

Whether this be the case this gigantic 
achievement in the far west is another fllus- 
tration of the typleal American spirit un- 
appalled in the presence of difficulties and of 
world-wide renown by virtue of the deter- 
mination to “get there.” The Los Angeles 
people can afford to burn red fire in honor 
of a big thing done, and the whole country 
shares their worthy pride in the great en- 


terprise.

There seems to be a different adhesive 
for every sort of broken ware from fragile 
porcelain to heavy mahogany, and as many 
readers of this column

best directions possible. 
So I went to the mend- 
ing department of a big 
upholstery store yes- 
terday in quest of rect- 
pes. There I found a 
young girl enveloped in 
a cover-all apron busily 
engaged in mending an 
immense majolica vase 
that had, I judged from 
its appearance, been 
shattered into dozens of 
pieces.

This soft mass is 
placed in a glue pot or an iron erucible, and 
as much linseed oil as glue is added and 
the mixture is left to boll over a slow fire 
until well mixed and clear, A aouble boiler 
seems to me to be the best receptacle for 
making a-smail amount, as this will allow 
it to eook slowly without burning. which 
would. we know, be @ maloderant calamity. 
This glue, my new acquaintance told me, 
would hold any porous substance, it adhered 
firmly and dried quickly. Its best advan- 
tage, to my mind, was that it was water- 
proof, for it is moisture that so quickly de- 
stroys our efforts toward mending broken 
furniture.

DOROTHY HAUG'S DEATH 
CAUSES MAN'S ARRES! 


Arthur Lundeen Held at St. 
Louis in Connection With the 
Thomasville Tragedy. 


St. Louis, Mo. November 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)J—On suspicion that he may Know 
something of the death of Miss Doro- 
thy Haug, in Thomasville, Ga., October 
14. Arthur Lundeen, 24, who says he 
is a railroad man, is held prisoner at 
police headquarters until the Georgia 
adthorities can be notified. 

Lundeen was arrested at Seventeenth 
and Market streets about noon today. 
He informed the officers he was stop- 
ping at the New St. Clair hotel, 
Twelfth street near Market _ street. 
When officers esarched his room they 
found fragments of a newspaper clip- 
ping, which, when pasted together, 
told of the killing cf Miss Haug. The 
clippin was from The Globe-Demo- 
crat, a October 15 Lundeen said he 
found the clipping in the room. 

Miss Hauge was found dead in her 
room at Thomasville Her revolver, 
with one chamber fired, was found by 
her side. Iaindeen says he has been 
working in the northwest and can 
prove his contention by pay sheets of 
the company employing him.
